mix the lime, salt and sulphur, then 
add tbia mixture to tbe chartoal and 
wood ashes, and then thoroughly mix 
the whole. Dissolve the iron sulfate 
in two (xirts warm— not hr)t — water 
and sprinkle over the pile, mixing it 
in thoroughly. Keep some of this 
mixture in a box bafoire the hoga at 
all times.

Yes, "Nick Carter" was the "Har- 
vey Ralphson" who has written doz- 
ens of Boy Scout books sold in cheap 
cloth covers, and devoured today by 
thou^nds of boys as the true foun* 
tain licad of Buy .^cout gospel. 

Tozer's complete works— books, 
serials, stories, short magazine stories 
and special articles— make a stupend- 
ous total. His output promised to be 
iiiiliinitfd. No one but himself knew 
how many books be had written. 
The y ran into the h undreds. The de- 
mand was always greater than the 
supply. Because only once in many, 
many moons is born a man with such 
fticility tor rapid writing, hia publislt- 
ara hoaaded blm for more and more. 

Mr. Tozer sufTered three strokes of 
paralysis, and for the last three years 
had been an invalid. Me wrote, 
thouab until a month ago, when hia 
Uitnda beeme ^>n crippled to pound 
the keys of a typewriter. 

"Nick C. ' .ti " was ar periencid 
nevrapaper man. at one time being 
city editor of tbe Grand Rapkla Her- 
ahi Hawatithe f' linderi ' the Sun- 
day Record, of Bai ' d t ek. But lur 
mdny yeain he had beti kept too 
busy with hia detective atxi Boy Scout 
stori js to aasaBa in Mitve Mvapaper 
work.
